That work is usually done by detectives 
hired from an agency. Tho reason is easily 
explained. Tho railroad detective, in or- 
der to carry on his work successfully, must 
have a largo personal acquaintance with 
the employees of the road. 
It is a ten to 


one shot that if any one of them caught 
him spotting a friend he would bo thence- 
forth useless. But there is no end of labor 
Tho protection of patrons in large raiiroad 
stations from pickpockets and bunko men 
is a most important work. It requires a 
detective with a remarkable memory for 
faces ond a mosc extensive acquaintance 
with sneak thieves.

departure and arrival of several trains. 
That man is classified by the detective as 
o suspicious character. 
Tho detective 


watches him carefully, and then, if ho is 
not quite sure, he politely asks the man 
whether ho is waiting for a train. If the 
answer is unsatisfactory, tho detective 
will observe that the waiting room Is not 
a public loafing place, but is intended for 
passengers. In nine out of ten cases the 
experienced detective will know whether 
the man is lying. 
Station detectives, as 


they aro called, must have a better knowl- 
edge of thieves than tho average agency 
detective, for there is a great roar in » 
railroad office whenever a pocket is picked 
in a waiting room. It is to bo said, how- 
ever that such occurrences aro compara- 
tively rare. The green goods man who 
goes to meet his victim waits outside tho 
station or on tho ferryboat. There is an 
ond of tha old days when bad men could 
plav their work in waiting rooms, rum 
like Grand Central Pete, who got his so- 
briquet because be was usually found 
hanging about the Grand Central station. 


The railroad detective's work for the 


most part is hunting out freight thieves 
and employees who have destroyed proper- 
ty and in detectingtliieveswho mako rail- 
road p'-vperty a mark. He is set on tho 
trail o:1 tho man who draws a spike from 
tho track or tho small boy who throws a 
stono through a car window. 
When a 


switch is turned by an unknown hand, he 
investigates. 
. 
The ~thcft of o ticket office, calls forth 


talent which may havo boon wasted iu 
jrolitless search for a boy who throw a 
tone at tho locomotive. 
A duty that keeps railro.-id detectives 


busy in times of labor troubles is the 
hunting down of writers of anonymous 
etwrs to railroad officers.

tion. Dming strikes tho defective corps Is 
enlarged, the help being furnished by 
such agencies ns PiukerconV, and Drum- 
mond's. Whenever a case involving largo 
interests and requiring a special formi ol 
skill is to bo handled, the agency is callci. 
" Express companies usually employ two 
detectives unless a special guard is re- 
quired fcr largo shipments of money in 
sparsely settled regions. These men MO 
principally employed to keep track of tho 
messengers and to learn their records and 
habits and to trace out claims. \\ henevcr- 
a big robbery occurs, Uio company detoct- 
ive is ,in charge over all assistants that 
may bo furnished. They do not como into 
conflict with railroad detectives unless 
there is a lawsuit between the two cotn-

He found, too, when ho returned to con- 
sciousness, • after passing through tho 
oollogo, that thcro was a diploma in his 
pocket. Tho account goes on to state 
that ho still imagines that in passing 
through the college somebody tried to 
haze him. It is marvelous how these, at- 
mospheric phenomena work, is it not?''

tell him how hyperbole in America fur- 
nished more phenomena than electricity. 


Tho author of this work on America 


comments sadly, too, on tho mobs which 
aro composed of ladies and gentlemen, 
and on page 170 describes a mob that 
opened with prayer.

Causes of Failure— Requisites to Sncccns. 


Wintering on Sainmer Stand*. 


• There aro so many oases of failure 


that' tho problem of a successful winter- 
Ing of bees cannot be too thoroughly 
studied. Tho main causes of such fail- 
nies aro: A population too weak to 
maintain' a sufficient degree of heat in' 
the hive; a qnantity of-food inadequate 
to the'needs of tho colony during tho 
winter months; food of so poor a, qual- 
ity that bees living on it cannot, remain 
ia good health; a hive which cannot 
sufficiently protect bees against the cold 
of winter; a hive so close th'at the 
dampness produced by their breathing 
wets tho bees, their comb and their food; 
n sequestration of bees, too long pro- 
tracted to allow them to get rid of their 
feces before they become sick with di- 
arrhea. To overcome these difficulties 
beekeepers have tried several ways of 
wintering bees—on thoir summer stands, 
in rooms above ground, in silos, iu cel- 
lars. Charles Dadaut, whoso successful 
operations iu tun apiary entitle his 
opinions .to consideration, says in a 
communication to Prairie Farmer: 


Tho first requisite to succeed in win- 


tering bees on their summer stands is a 
large population. A part of it ought to 
be yorm.'T boes. A hirgo population. 
rnaint:.1'.:.'.1 easily the heat inside the 
hive, .-;•• '. ••'•..•! li-.\ :< can 
fiasily pass from 


au cm; ..:' c')u:n Iu iniuthur containing 
honey. 
A colony cuntahiint; n, quantity 


of young bees succeeds "better in its win- 
tering than another with old bees only, 
because tho young bees, who have gone 
out of their hives but " few times, are 
more careful and do not rush out far 
from the hive, as dp the older bees. 


Honey is the only food necessary in 


winter for bees ou their summer stamjs, 
but it is to bo noticed that the food is 
used not only to sustain life, but to pro- 
duce tho indispensable warmth, for it 
has boon often ascertained that a large 
population has consumed less in winter 
than o, smaller one, whoso bees wore 
compelled to cat morr- to keep warm. It 
is generally admitted that 20 pounds o£ 
honoy per colony nro not too much to 
spare tho beekeepers all anxiety about 
the needs of their beos during the winter. 


Whan but a few colonies of au apiary 


aro short of honoy, tlio most simple 
means is to take from those which have 
somo to spare what the others need. 
Such au operation is easy with movable 
frame hives. But when no colony has 
any honey to spare, and this happens 
often to beekeepers who use small hives, 
the best food to Rivo is sugar sirup, fed 
to tho bees iu October. 
This sirup, 


made with u quart of boiling water and 
•1 pounds of granulated sui^ar, to which 
n pound o£ honoy or ir.oro is added to 
.pro.von.fc crystallization, is given at even- 
ing, when yet tepid, in old tin cans cov- 
ered with a piece of cotton cloth and 
inverted on tho upper bars of tho frames. 
Tho beos suck tho simp through the 
cloth. 
Tho Hill bee feeder, made on 


tho same principle, but cntirely-of tin, 
is also used and saves much labor. A 
strong colony can put in tlio comb in a 
single night tho concepts of three or 
four of these cans. Bus tho insufficient 
quantity of food is not the only want to 
bo supplied. Its bad quality should also 
be feared, for honey clow, or dark honey 
from fall floworfi, contains too much in- 
digestible matter, 


When the cluster of beos is unable to 


produce the indispensable warmth dur- 
ing tho cold days of winter, they dio 
sometimes partially and often wholly. 
To prevent such accidents some bee- 
keepers -.iso chart hives, or hivos with, 
double walls, the interior of which is 
filled with chaff dr with sawdust. Somo 
other beekeepers, for winter, lodge ev- 
ery ono of thoir hivos in a largo box 
furnished with a passago for bees. Wo 
prefer to protect our hives during win- 
ter ouly against tho northern, winds. 
Our method is to heap around each hive 
a pack of dry leaves or straw, which is 
kept against the hives, ou throe sides, 
with rope ladders, each of which is 
made with about 12 half laths, leaving 
die front side of tho hive free, so as not 
to prevent tho sun from -warming tho 
entrance during the few warm days of 
winter. Before winter wo remove tho 
airtight ceiling which covers tho top of 
tho frames of our hives and replace it 
with a straw mat, on which wo heap np 
dry leaves. The dampness produced by 
tho bees passes through the mat and 
condenses in the loaves which aro wet 
by spring, while tho inside of tho hive 
is very dry. 


nuflking Coru by machinery. 


There aro corn buskers and fodder 


cutters with a capacity of 200 to 800 
bushels of corn per day and requiring 
six to oig;ht men to manage tho same. 
An Indiana correspondent of Tho Na- 
tional Stockman who has had his shock 
corn handled by one of thoso machines 
thus describes it: The largo sizo has a 
capacity of from 200 to 300 bushels per 
day, owing to corn aucl timo of_y*ftr. 
With low wheeled trucks, two or three 
hands and teams will deliver the fodder 
to tho machine, cno man and team with 
two wagons will care .for tlio 'busked 
corn, and ono man v.'iih tho aid of tho 
16 foot elevator will earn for tho chaffed 
fodder. 


Tho machine has two snapping rollers 


that mash the stalk, and tho four knives 
tear it in pieces, so that thoro are no 
whole sections to hurt tho months of 
stock. Tbo husks that aro taken off by 
tho husking rollers aro not cut, but aro 
elevated with tho fodder, and the corn 
is elevated into tho wagon without any 
hand work. As soon as tho corn will 
keep in small bulk your fodder is ready 
if you will be sure of ono thing—avoid 
all foreign moisture. The sap that, is in 
tho stalk will not injure it if you tramp 
it dowu and do not stir it. It will heat, 
but do not molest it, and it keeps very 
well, coming out a little dark, but stock 
relish it as they do silago.

At breakfast time every morning tho 


teakettle was filled with 'water and pnt 
over to tieat. By tho time breakfast was 
over the water wns hot. It -was put into 
a largo pail and stirred with a mixture 
of "bran and middlings as thick as it 
couM be. On tho floor -we had a quan- 
tity of out straw and chaff, and into 
this were thrown four quarts of mixed 
corn, oats and wheat at about 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon, so that the hsns could 
ecratch it out before dark. Fresh water, 
with the'chill off, was before them ev- 
ery day. All the meats scraps from the 
table and tho offal of butchering days, 
bones wilh some moat on, all went to 
furnish animal food in absence of in- 
sects. 
Now for results." On no day 


through tho entire winter did they lay 
less than half a dozen eggs, and through 
January and February tbe average ran 
from 10 to 20 eggs every day, with oc- 
oasionally'as many as 24. In extremo 
oold weather they were kept in their 
house all the time. 
Tho bouse is 1G by 


24 feet, tmd besides tho hens there wero 
two cocks and ten hen turkeys kept in 
it. Witb oggs from IS to 34 cents a 
,dozon, it is worthwhile "to fuss" with 
hens. 


Select Street Corn Wliile Hiwldng. 


The progressive farmer always breeds 


form his choicest stock and plants seeds 
selected from the very best of tho crop. 
By this means ho overcomes the con- 
stant tendency to degeneration and so- 
cnres strains of varieties and breeds 
which are bust adapted to the soil arid 
climate of his farm. This is especially 
true of maize, of. which only tho best 
filled ears from vigorous stalks should 
be used for seed. At husking time this 
selection can bo made to tho greatest 
advantage. Whenever a choice oar from 
a good stalk is found; tho busker should 
throw it into a separate pile or into 
tho front part of tho wagon. When un- 
loading, these best ears may be thrown 
into barrels or boxes, and when resorted 
may be stored in a dry room for the 
winter. Such continuously selected seed 
corn will soon jaako a neighborhood 
reputation for yearly improvement.— 
American Agriculturist.

Brain Muss Not a Trnstwortliy Indication 


pi Intellectuality. : 
. - ] 


Tho fact that tho average woman's brain 


weighs less than that of the overage man's 
has boon made the foundation of! .tbo argu- 
ment ' that woinan possesses less mental 
capacity,'intelligence, etc., than man. -It- 
is •well enough known that small men with 


1 small brains sorfletimos possess as hlgh'a 
degree of intellectual activity-as larger 
men with larger brains. It seems to be for- 
gotten that a large part of tho brain is 
concerned not in intellectual activity, but 
in the management of tlio muscles, vis- 
cera, the heart, lungs, liver, etc. A man 
•with a Email hrnin in a small body may 
havo a larger number of nerve colls devot- 
ed to intellectual actual activity than an- 
other man with a hireer brain, but with a 
body disproportionately larger... 
, 


The absolute size of tho brain cannot be 


considered as the proper criterion for in- 
tellectual activity, but the size of the brain 
as compared with tho body, leaving out, 
of course, cases of extremo obesity and 
extreme emaciation. When measured by 
this rule, thd size of the brain of the aver- 
age woman being compared with tho 
weight of tho average woman, and tho 
size of tlio brain of the average man with 
tho weight of the average man, tho two 
results placed side' by side show woman to 
havo as large a brain in proportion to'tho 
size of her body as man. 


This is true not only of the brain of tho 


adult woman, but of the girl as well. Thf). 
average boy o£ 7 years hns a brain woigh- 
inp 1,100 grains, and his' body weighs 20,- 
J60 grams. Tho brain o£ the'average girl 
of 1 years weighs 1,000 grams while the 
body weighs J 8,-150 crams. A comparison 
of the relative weights of the brain and 
tho body iu tho boy and tho girl of 7 years 
shows the girl to have a slightly larger 
brain in proportion to her weight than 
tho boy. The controversy upon this ques- 
tion, which has sometimes waxed very 
warm, has taken a wrong direction. It is 
not a question of quantity or capacity, but 
one of quality. • VIowed from this stand- 
point, a medical writer thinks the ques- 
tion is comparatively free from difficulties. 


How to jtfahe n Courtesy. 


An actress says-this is the way: "Tho 


simplest way is to put the weight on ono 
foot, say tlio left one, and sweep tho other 
foot back, gradually shifting the weight 
upon this foot as tho body bends. When 
tho courtesy is at its lowest, the head bonds 
slightly, bringing it over the loft knee. 
Then, with the head still low, tho weight 
is drawn entirely to tho right foot, on 
which the body rises. Let all be dono 
slowly. Tho grace of tho courtesy depends 
entirely on its perfect poise at all stages. 
"This is attained by slow movement and 


requires .vdogreo of steady strength. In tho 
_j»il5cTcs of tho logs and in the knees. Tho 
depth of the courtesy depends on tho 
lotigth oC the sweep back that tho right- 
foot takes. A pretty courtesy may bo made 
with u deep sweep bnok of one foot, a bond- 
ing of the body, resting chiefly on tho 
back- foot, then a shifting of tho weight 
again to the front foot. This is less form- 
al and a little easier to 'do, perhaps. 
Somo will find it casiar to use ono foot, 
and others to use the other foot for tho 
sweep back, some will find it easier to 
come up on tho buck foot, and others to 
come up on tho front foot. Others, again, 
will find it easier to sit down between 
their feet and not come up at nil."

Made Frofltuble. 


It is very closirahlo to have hens I.iy 


•woll in cold \\-onther, when eggs bring a 
good price. To sucooocl iu this is within 
the roach of all who keep fowls.. It can- 
not ho accomplished without effort, 
however, which mnet ho leapt up as 
long as stormy or cold weather contin- 
ues. 


Much depends, of course, upon tho 


brood of fowls. An American Agricul- 
turist correspondent, writing on tho sub- 
ject, .says: 


I am inclined to think -that a flock of 


mixed hoiiH will produce moro eggs 
than any ono kind. Not only does my 
own experience teach this, trat observa- 
tion among other poultry keepers .as 
well. While some broods may woll bo 
nailed general purpose fowls,, the Eeg- 
borng are probably unexcelled for eggs. 
It is useless to look for largo quantities 
of oggfl from the honvior breeds. Where 
one wants both eggs and market fowls 
It is well t-o koop mnro than one breed. 
An entire flock of uniform color is more 
pleasing. to tho eye, but a mixture is 
moro satisfactory as an all around flock.

ranging froni, pnllete to hen3 ,4 years

--The printing is dono on que&r looking - 
presses, 'each of which produces 1,600 - 
stamps a minute, or about 100,000 ^ an. 
hour.. - Each press has an endless chain 
that carries four plates, on which' tho do 
signs 'of tho stamps- are engraved. On 
each plate 400 stamps' aro represented.. 
Tho sheets printed from tbeso plates aro in- 
tended to bo out iato quarters eventually, 
in which shape they will bo sold to.tho 
postoffico department. 
Each plato is car- 


riad by the endless chain first under an 
ink roller, from which it receives a coat- . 
in" of ink of tho. proper color. Then" it 
passes beneath a pad of canvas, which os- . 
cillatesso.as to.rub tho ink. In. .Next it 
pauses for a'moment.under the hands of 
a man v:ho polishes the plate. 


Finally a sheet ot whlto paper is laid 


upon the plate, bof,h pass under a roller, 
anil tho sheet com-.-s out on the other side 
400 printed postace stamps.

revolve in a .circle, as it were. More ac- 
curately speaking, they, move around tha 
•four sides of a square In a horizontal

Whilo ono is being inked another is be- 


inc rubbed by the canvas, another is bo- 
Inirpolishcd, and the fourth is passing un- 
der tha printing roller. Tho circuit takes 
about a'minute, during which four sheets 
of 400 stamps each aro printed. . 


Tho most important part of tho -work, 
- 


requiring the greatest skill, is tho poll«h- 
mg 
It is done with tho bare bands, no 


other method being equally efficient. Tc« 
object is to leave exactly enough ink for a 
Rood impression and no more. , One Rlrl 
lays the whlto paper sheets upon the 
plates, while another young womnn re- 
moves them ns fast; as they are printed 
and stasks them up in a pile. 
~ 


This process gives iiho results of hand, 


press work. Half a dozen presses working 
together, each turning out 100,000 stamps 
an hour, con produce a good many mil- 
lions in a. day. Three hands arc required 
for each press—the printer, who docs tho 
-polishing, and two girls. 
Tha printer muse account for every sheet 


of blank paper that he received. These 
sheets are counted in chft wetting division 
before they are delivered to him. After 
they aro printed they nre counted before 
they ore sent to the examining division, 
whore they are counted again. 


Spoiled sheets aro counted as carefully • 


as perfect ones, because they represent 
money. If lost or stolen, they could bo 
used. On cacli sheet appears the special 
' mark of the printer who turned it out. 
An allowance of I X Per cent is made to 
him tor spoilage. 
If ho exceeds tbo allowance, he mustjiay 


for the extra less at the actual cost of pa- 
per, ink and labor represented. IfthepcV- 
son responsible cannot be found, the divi- 
sion which last- handled the sheet must 


1>!1No loophole is left for tho .loss of a sin- 
gle 1 cent stamp. " After being examined 
the sheets are counted again and aro put 
between strawboards under a hydraulic 
press to make them lie flat. Thus they are 
counted more easily and can be made up 
into smaller bundles. ' 
After.undergoing this process they aro 


counted once more and are sent down 
stairs to ho gummed nnd perforated. Tho 
method of gumming is a novelty, being 
wholly different from thct utilized hither- 
to iu such work. 
It is much more mpid and cnicient, and 


before long will doubtless supersede the 
old plan, which is even now applied to tno 
gumming of cigaretto stamps for the In- 
ternal revenue. The paste is applied to 
tho cigaretto stamp by hand with brushes 
\s fast as they are gummed they are lam 


shi'CE on slatted frames, which. 


over, it Is bad and deplorably unnecessary. 
But, considering the carelessness and reck- 
lessness of passengers, it might have been 
worse when ono learns that for every 
3,000,000 passengers carried the railroads 
killed only ono and injured ten.
